Bob  Goldsmith  and  Father  Davish 
represented  the  school  at  theMary- 
land-\i'ashington  Forensic  Confer- 
ence’s first  meeting.  At  the  meeting 
it  was  discussed  that  Loyola  is  to 
have  major  representation  in  a var- 
sity team  and  persuasive  debater 
meet  at  the  Howard  Tournament. 
Plans  were  also  made  for  an  in- 
dividual event  contest  at  Trinity 
College,  and  for  a second  warm- 
up tournament  to  be  held  atGeorge- 
town  University  on  November  9. 

New  additions  to  the  debating 
societies  are  Washington  C o 1 1 e g_e 
and  the  University  of  Baltimore.

Should  we  publicly  support  one  or 
the  other  candidates?  If  so,  which  one?  Or,  by  virtue  of  our  posi- 
tion as  a college  organization,  do  our  duties  lie  elsewhere? 

After  much  thought  and  study  we  were  forced  to  accept  the  un- 
pleasant responsibilities  of  the  latter  position.  Why? 

Both  Mr.  Nixon  and  Mr.  Kennedy  are  intelligent,  ambitious,  and 
very  tough.  Both  will  serve,  we  believe,  the  interests  of  their 
party.  Therefore,  we  cannot  decide  the  issue  on  the  basis  of  the 
man  but  rather  must  look  to  the  party  platforms. 

To  do  this  we  must  examine  the  record.  We  must  decide  which 
of  the  two  positions  will  best  serve  the  country,  which  of  the  two 
have  best  served  in  the  past. 

Once  we  have  done  this  we  must  solidify  our  position.  To  do 
this  we  must  objectively  examine  each  issue.  We  should  critically 
observe  the  consequence  of  each  action;  be  honest  in  accepting 
and  recognizing  their  mistakes.  Rule  out  ridicule,  hearsay,  and 
rumors.  Realize  that  no  matter  how  ridiculous  a position  may  seem, 
no  one  likes  poverty,  no  one  likes  war,  no  one  likes  dictatorship. 
Choose  and  choose  wisely.  Defend  your  position,  not  with  emo- 
tions, but  with  facts.  Listen  carefully  so  that  you  may  judge.  And, 
above  all,  vote.
